REPORT, 1899. 


Ses 


During the early part of the year lectures have been given 
at the Kensington Town Hall. Since October, however, 
the Society has found a more advantageous place of meeting 
in the Empress Rooms, Royal Palace Hotel, Kensington. 


The increased expense involved by this change has again 
compelled the Committee to forego the quartet of Mr. John 
Saunders. This loss has been largely compensated for by 
the pianoforte solos of Miss Edith Swepstone, and the vocal 
solos of the leader of the Choir, Miss A. Stonex. 


The lectures have been supplemented on each Sunday by 
informal gatherings of members and friends. These meet- 
ings have tended to strengthen the solidarity amongst 
members of the Society. 


At the Annual Business Meeting on January 3oth, the 
Society accepted a budget, on the basis of which the ordinary 
expenses were considerably reduced. At the same meeting 
the Society affiliated itself with the Moral Instruction 
League, and a motion was passed approving of the Tsar’s 
efforts to check the growth of armaments. 


A Special Business Meeting of the Society was held on 
June 22nd, when a motion was passed to the effect “ that 
in Rule III., the words ‘ pay a subscription’ be substituted 
for the words ‘sign .... membership.” Rule V. was 
deleted as being superfluous. 


At this meeting Mr. C. E. Schwann retired from the office 
of Hon: Treasurer. A vote of thanks was unanimously 
passed to Mr. and Mrs. Schwann, as a token of gratitude for 
services rendered in connection with the finances of the 
Society. 


Two discussion meetings have beer held during the year. 
On April 11th the subject was “Is the Ritualistic Move- 
ment in England a sign of Religious Degeneracy?”; and 
on Sunday morning, October 8th, the members present 
considered the question, ‘‘ Why do not more of the numerous 
dissidents from the Churches join Ethical Societies ? ” 
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The Committee and Members were “‘ At Home” in the 
Victoria Rooms, Royal Palace Hotel, on Thursday, 14th 
December. Dr. Coit gave an address. 


In place of the usual Sunday morning lecture a special 
““New Year’s” meeting, consisting of music and addresses 
by several speakers, was held at the Victoria Rooms on 
December 31st. 


Under the auspices of the Society the Congress addresses 
were delivered on June 4th, at the Kensington Town Hall, 
by the following speakers :—Dr. Coit (in the Chair), Mr. he 
A. Hobson, Miss Z. Vallance, Mr. W. Sanders, Mr. G. A. 
Smith and Mr. H. H. Quilter. The subject chosen was 
“The Ethical Movement as a Religion for the People.” 
Mr. Hugh H. Quilter conducted a class during January and 
February, at 1, Matheson Road (Miss C. A. Price’s), for the 
study of Plato’s Republic; also during May and June a 
class on Aristotle’s “Ethics,” at 43, Clanricarde Gardens 
(Mrs. Tweedie’s). 


An Ethical Class for children has been conducted on 
Sunday mornings during the year. The children from this 
class attended the’ children’s festival at the Masonic Hall 
(South London Ethical Society), on June 11th. 


The membership for 1899 is as follows : subscribing mem- 
bers 239; non-subscribing members 68—making a total of 
307. 27 new members have joined the Society during the 
year. In 1898 there were 250 subscribing, 240 non-sub- 
scribing members—making a total of 490 (erroneously stated 
as 584 in last year’s Report). 


There is no deficit in the balance-sheet for 1899, but it 
should be noticed that the salary given to the Lecturer is 
only £106 instead of the £400 of former years.

STATEMENT OF PRINCIPLES AND AIMS. 
Our Principles are :— 


1.—That the good life has a claim upon us in virtue of its 
supreme worth to humanity. 


2.—It therefore rests for its justification on no external 
authority, and on no system of supernatural rewards and 


punishments, but on the nature of man*as a rational and 
social being. 


3.—In practice it is to be realized by accepting and acting 
in the spirit of such common obligations as are enjoined by 
the relationships of family and society, in so far as these are 
a means to a fuller human development. 


Our Aims are :— : 
1.—To assist individual and social efforts after right living. 


2.—To free the current ideal of what is right from all that 


is merely traditional or self-contradictory, and thus to widen. 
and perfect it. 


3.-—To assist in constructing a Theory or Science of Right, 
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which, starting with the reality and validity of moral dis- 
tinctions, shall explain their mental and social origin, and 
connect them in a logical system of thought. 


The means we adopt as best fitted to attain these ends are :— 


1.—Sunday Morning Meetings of the Society and its 
friends,—when discourses, attempting to enlighten the 
moral judgment and to enkindle conscience, will be 
delivered. : 

2.—The formation of local Ethical Societies. 

3.—The establishment and maintenance of Ethical Classes 
for children. 

4.—Ethical lectures to be delivered before such societies 
or meetings as may be willing to hear them. 

5.—Week-day lectures and classes in the theory of ethics 
and the history of morals. 

6.—The publication of such pamphlets, periodicals, and 
books as will advance the principles of the Society. 

7.—Week-day meetings of the members of the Society for 
the discussion of our work and aims, and social questions. 

8.—Co-operation in a union of Ethical Societies for the 
carrying out of the objects common to them all.

The President shall be ele 
by a vote of the General Meeting.
